The Vigilant can carry 1'20 tons 
of coal, but to provide against running 
out of fuel, a quantity will be stored on 
the barge, and COal will be taken at San 
Diego and Seattle. The prevailing wiinls 
are at this sea.son of the year from the 
northwest, und there is generally a head 
sea, so the Vigilant has a very diilieult 
job to perform.

In the bylaw before us the city is 
asked to guarantee interest at tlio rate 
of five per centum per annum on a loan 
of S-)0,(H)() for -JO years. Xo obligation 
is incurred by the eily beyond the |)ay- 
meiit of the interest .should the company 
fail to earn it. To guard < agamst the 
p-issibility of wrong-doing the city is to 
be rejiresented on the boanl <if directors 
of tlio coin))any and periodical audits on 
behalf of the city are lo be made of the 
coin])any's limdis. This will he a strong 
guarantee that the iiuiiiicipality's inter- 
ests will he conserved and protected so 
far UN the operations of th» company arc 
concerned and will prevent even the pos- 
nihility of the money raiseil on the faith 
of the liily's guarantee being applied to 
othi'i- than tramway puri)oses. 

The amount proposed to he giiiii an- 
tet.'il under the bylaw amounts to only 
;g2,(X)0 pur aununi, or ono-twonty-oighth 
of one j)or cent, of the roveuuo as it 



stood last year; and it is expressly pro- 
vided that the special rate shall not in- 
crease the total rate of taxation. 

Such A\B salient points of the ' by- 
liiwwhicb, in the public interests, we 
have not the least reserve in asking the 
ratepayers to adopt; beciiuse with a 
tramway system we believe that [iroperty 
all parts of the city will advance 
in value, that the delights of a residence 
in or near Victoria will bo greatly en- 
JianMdY antl ' bemuse it is essential the 
capital city iiiio province should keep 
pace with the most modem cities in all 
matters that add to the convenience and 
comfort of hihabitants and visitors. 
There is no cityof yiotoria's size on the 
continent that-iisndfestitute of one or 
morA stl-eet I railways. The wdiite pop- 
tilation within thfe corporate limits is es- 
timated at 14,. 500. The annual reve- 
nue is some $150,000, with a probable 
increase during the current year, to 
$l70;()OO.V|'Stoely, to secure so great a 
lioon as'&vq to six miles of tramway and 
an addition to the attractiveness of our 
brave little city, a possihlo, but by no 
means probable, expenditure of $2,IM)l) a 
year is a very small sacritice indeed. 



A GOOD LAW. 

The peopla of Canada have reason to 
feel grateful to >rr.

into their country laden with spoil taken 
from the' jlionestt and the unfortunati 
It suited ''the purpose of others wlio 
^hew bettet', or ought to have known 
better, to represent the peojdo of Can 
.ida as tendering a warm welcome to the 
.scoundrels who caino among them 
spend their ill-gotten gains, Kvery 
newspaper witling in th^; States had 
Ilia gibe and . his joke at . Canada for 
jiiiForjling,au, asylum to the thieves of his 
own land.

Canada has, very properly, iletennincd 
to act without waiting for its co-opera- 
tion. It has passed a law rendering 
liable to pursuit ,and capture on Cana- 
dian, territory several classes of ofl'end- 
ers agai' - tlie laws of the States who 
have hitherto found theniscdves .safe as 
soon an they set foot in this countiy. 
The la-iv as introduced hud a retroactive 
etl'ect, but tlmt feature wo-s taken from it. 
The law as passed does not look back- 
ward. It has reference to future 
iirenders alone. This, perhap.o, is^l.e-st, 
•'ex post facto," legislation is, as a rule, 
not just. It also provides that the 
ofl'ender shall be tried for no other 
offence than the one for which he was 
apprehended. ■- . 
'We 'are glad that this law will be 
placed on the Canadian statute booh. 
After it receives the Governor-General'.s 
sinctioii the reciprocity of sconiidreis 
between this country ami the 
.States will cease. Canadian thieves 
will be safe on. the American side 
of the line, but the American 
defaulter will 6nd neither rest nor safety 
'Ml the Canadian aide. The United 
.States .Senate h,as by Canadian legisla- 
tion been, in spite of itself, freed from 
the disgrace of being a participator in 
the crimes of the violators of the laivs of 
the Republic. , 

UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 

It is surprising to see what men — 
educated And intelliguit men— will do 
when their fears on the matter of religion 
are aroused. When once - the panic has 

seized them tliey are ready to listen to 
the most uin easoiiable counsels, and to 
adopt the most foolish measures. An 
instance of -this (8 seen in a resolution 
which the Citikeirt' Committee of Tor- 
onto have cai;ricd and_promulgated in 
the matter of the disallowance of tin 
.Jesuits' Estates .-^ot. This is it: 

"1. Tliat ]jetiti()iis be presi'iited tn 
the ( iiivernur-t leiieral-in-Council asking 
inm to disallow the Act. It is luir cm- 
victioii that the \-(ile given in the Iluuse 
if ( 'oMinejii.s does nut truly reflect piddic 
i]iinioii, ami that it may not be llsl■le.s^, 
lo bi^ing inliuence to bear on the Cnverii- 
ineiit by exercising the right of pi ti 
tlpn." 

A little reflection will show that the 
(ajinmittee -^visli the (lovernin'-(!eneiul 
to pursue a course v.hich is entiielv 
siiliversive uf coiistitutional governuii'iil. 
Let us see how the matter stands. The 
Legiahiliire of Quebec passed a hill with 
scarcely any opposition. It was sent to 
Ottawa. , 'After' due examination and 
consideration, the Governor - General's 
advisers find that the Quebec LcgiaUi- 
tnre was competent to enact the law; 
and although much jjicssuie is brought 
lo hear upon them by the inhabitants of 
another 'province • tliey decline to 
advise His Excellency to disallow 
the Act. But those to whom the 
law is obnoxious continue their 
agitation and they submit the coinse 
which the <loverninent has seen lit to 
pursue with regard to the bill to ihe 
judgment of Parliament. They had a 
perfect right to do this for the advi.scj s 
of the Govornor-Genorol are responsible 
to the representatives of the people. To 
(hem they nuist give an account of all 
theii^ adininistrative acts and the advie<i 
they give the aovernor-ficneral. The 
oaseof thosa'wlio. |arlvocuted the disal 
lowanco nf Mo Jesuits' Estates Act w.is 
fully and fairly laid before Parliament . 
The Covernmont WHS put upon its de- 
fense. The question was argued on bot h 
sides warmly and with great aldlily. 
When the vote was taken the; Covern- 
nient was justiffed by an ov erwhelming 
majority. Sp far'oyerytliing was done 
in a strictly constdtutioual manner. 



N'ow wliat do the agitators want tlie 
Governor-General to do? They ask 
him not only to disregard the advice of 
his constitutional advisers, hat to act in 
open defiance of the wlU of Parliament. 
They, in short, desire him to break 
through all the checks and restraints of 
t he ei institution and tobeconic an absolute 
ruler. Such a course would not only be 
most un-British, but inexpressibly dan- 
gerous to thoi liberties of the people. 
What would be thought of petitioners 
who would ask Queen Victoria to grant 
their request, no matter what it might 
be, in opposition to both the advice of 
her ministers and the well understood 
wi.shes of tlie representatives of the 
people. Language coiild rot bo found 
strong enough to condemn the folly and 
the infatuation of those who considered 
it possible that she could be prevailed 
upon to violate the eon.stitutioii which 
she has sworn to preserve, in so llagrant 
a manner. Men of all parties, classes 
and creeds would denounce the petition- 
ers. Even intelligent men who 
favored the cause which the petitioners 
sought to advance would eondeinn them 
lor attempting to further it at the ex- 
pense of the liberties and privileges of 
the people.! .'Iheyiivouldsay that It was 
better to bear what they considered on 
evil for a lime than to attempt to get 
rill of it by unconstitutional means. 
.■\nd is it rea.soiialile to n.sk the t^u(>eii's 
Kepre.sentative to exercise Ids delegated 
powers in a way that the Queen herself 
would i)ot venture to 49,? _ 

H ive the committee thought 'that if 
thet lovernor-deneral did to please them 
what both his ministers and Parliament 
disapproved, he might do the same lo 
serve the purpnsc^s of oiliers'.' (iriintiug 
for the monieiit that the object they 
aro seeking to attain is a . good 
one, it can bo reodily seen that if the 
tlovemor-General can he justified in 
violating the constitution in their case, 
others may consider that he would be 
ci|ually jnsiilied in disregarding it in 
some other case; and the people wouhl 
have no guarantee fprjtho rigljts , wjbich 
their forefathers sti,-uggled so . bard and 
sacrificedso miich to "west ifroni sove- 
reigns who sought'to'bo 'absolute. 

The time has not yet come, we trust, 
when citizens' committees and petition- 
ers can override the constitution anil 
supersede the' regul&rly orgahized insti- 
tutions of tlie ,coimtry.\';^ When we see 
men who are presumed to bo ^'intelligent 
advising Bo foolish and so Suicidal a 
cour.so to attain their end, there is good 
rea.sou to duuhl the siiuiidiicss of their 
judgment in other matters in which they 
have undertaken to bo the guides of the 
jieople.

MORDER WILL OUT. 

A Crime Ciiminltted Some Eight YeorB 
Ago at MoodyvUle Just Bronght to 
hlglit. 

Tho Columhiaii .says: About eight 
years ago a, man named Niclndls went 
into the forest in rear of iloodyvillor.ml 
never was seen or lieiu'd of afterward-s. 
Tliero were HUspicimiH at the time that 
ho had met with foul play, hut as no 
trace of llie boiiy conid be found this 
theory was not verilied, NichoUs work- 
ed for the ^[oodyvillc sawmill company 
and was well known both in this city 
anil on the Inlet. It now turns out 
that Nicludls was murdered by an In- 
dian familiarly known as Whiskey Joe, 
This information was given by some 
Indiana a few days ago to ('onstable 
Ciilliick at Moodyville, and they fur- 
ther oflered to show the spot where 
tho body had been hidden, A man who 
know NichoU very intimately went ^ 
with the Indians and the constable, and j 
when the skull was dug up he iminedi- | 
atcly identified it by the gold lilling in 
the teeth. Whiskey Joe was assisted 
in the foul work of murder by one or 
more Indians, who are utill alive and 
will he .sought after by tho police if 
their names can be learned. Whiskoy 
,h)e is dead and beyond the reach of the 
law. He was on trial a few years ago 
for the murder of his klootcbinan, who 
was foumi in the W(X)ds one. morning, 
near Hastings, almost cut U|) into niince- 
iiiual. Tho jury acquitted Joe of mur- 
der and lie -was released, but boforo 
leaving the goal he uiforiiiod an oIKcial 
that he was Sony he bad murdered hia 
kliKitcliman, and would never do it 
again.
